HUMAN PROGRESS AND THE 
WHEEL. 
R. BELLOC is at his happiest in 
recalling tha charm and romance 
of bygone days, qualities that, to many of 
us, seem to ow? their “vistence mere to ths 
perspective of t-me than to actuali‘v. To 
him the poetry of metiwval development 
is @ source of inspivatio., and he has the 
gift of inspiving his readers with his own 
enthusiasm. In his new beek, ‘* The 


‘Highway and Its Véhicles,’’ we are shown 


how the vehicle madé the highway and 
how the wheel made the vehicle. 

The wheel, indeed, may rightly be con- 
sidered as the very emblem of human pro- 
gress, man's friend and servant, perform- 
ing a multitude of effices unequalled by 
any other mechanical device. Moréover, 
the author points out that the wheel is 
entirely the invention of’ man and séems 
to have no placé in nature nor in animal 
life. When, however, he proceeds to te] 
us that the wheel is, perhaps, thé most 
notable of human achievements since man 
“chas here not mimicked anything 
in the world abeut hin, as in music or 
plastic art or building,” he challenges 
contradiction. The true function of art 
is surely not to mimic anything, but to 
produce an abstract significance, to mirror 
an appeal entirely outside the material 
manifestations of nature; besides, it is 
dificult to see how, by any extension of 
meaning, a symphony can be called a 
mimicry of nature. 

The excellent illustrations, mostly taken 
from old drawings and prints, show prac- 
tically the whole history of transport, and 
it is of interest to trace the growing beauty 
of line that seems invariably to have 
followed the increasing perfection of tha 
machine, whether it be stage coach, rail- 
way engine, bicycle, or motor car. 

Perhaps, Mr. Belloc's most useful lesson 
is the insistence upon facing present-dav 


motors there has been no corresponding 
improvement in trunk roads. Fast motor 
cars are nearly as dangerous as trains, 
yet, while every railway line goes over or 
under the road, or is fitted with gates at 


level crossings, no similar provision has 


been made for ensuring safety on arterial 
‘motor toads. The book concludes with 
suggested remedies for such anomalies.

CLUTTON-BROCK’S POEMS. 


RTHUR CLUTTON-BROCK died 
three years ago. He is remembered as 
one of the best essayists and critics of our 
time, “but no one even of his most intimate 
friends,” says Mrs. Clutton-Brock, ' sus- 
pected that he was also a poet.” Since 
his death Mrs. Chutton-Brock discovered 
among his papers the manuscript of 2 
considerable body of verse, some of it 
written during his undergraduate days, 
but the better part written a little before 
his marriage in 1903, and comprising, we 
think, some of the most exquisite love 
poetry of our days. Some few poems 
written in recent years complete the 
beautiful volume now given to the world. 
The sequences of love-sonnets naturally 
suggest ‘‘ Sonnets from the Portuguese ; 
but they have a masculine energy, and 
their diction is so graceful that many of 
the lines might be mixed with the Shake- 
spearean sonnets and hardly detected. 
Time, 1 have seen with unconcerned eres 


Your scythe among ihe lilies overblown 
And your cold fingers dull the rosy skies— 


and again— 
As to a watchful brooding anchorite 

It seems the stars, ascending slow through space 
Rise every one to worship in the 6? 

Of God and take new glory from Hlis face,

There is simplicity of emotion in all 
that Clutton-Brock wrete, and often, in 
these sonnets, personal feeling spoils the 
poise of the langyage and admits phrases 
more earnest than artistic. A more 
practised craftsman would have revised 
many of these sonnets, subduing every line, 
every cadence, to the dictates of art; and 
yet there are many who will like the poems 
all the better for their undisguised 
sincerity. Here, l.owever, are lines which 
hardly could be improved— 

«ut so have many beasting lovers cast 
Their challenge in the quiet face ef deatn, 

And some have seen their passion ovérpast 
Fven before the passing of their breath; 

Some for the space of a few numbered years 
Out-love the changes of their life, but not 

The changes of the grave, and soon their tear, 
Their pleadings, and their triumphs are forgot. 

Love may be strong, but death is still more strong; 
And well I know the praise of you I write 

Upon the void of time is like a song . 

That fades into the spaces of the night: 

But still the nightingale ne ou, hor cares 
That her low voice can never reach the stars. 
Clutton-Brock was a disciple—and a 

worthy one—of William Morris. whom he 

interpreted so well in a notable mono- 
graph. In his poems he manifests, again 
and again, Morris’s own love of the 
coloured countryside, of old heraldic names, 
of simple life that flows like poetry. How 

Morris would have delighted in this

A brief notice cannot convey the varied 
charm, the richness of interest, of this

which they lived. His complete sérenity 
of outlook and the tenacity with which he 
clung to his opinions when fermed gave 
him a unique position wherever he went.

In collecting official information it was his 
habit to deal only with the principals in 
the case, and it is remarkable that he 
always found them accessible, and was 
never kept waiting, even by those whose 
policy was the object of his unsparing 
criticism. 

His position on many occasions, beset, 
as he often was, with a score of bristlin 
difficulties, suspicion on all sides an 
daily risks of death, must have called for 
every ounce of even his cool courage and 
love of adventure, as in 1896, when his 
statements about the tieatment of the 
Turks by the Bulgarians brought hornets’ 
nests about his ears from various quarters. 
When his own sympathies were enlisted in 
any particular cause his advocacy was not 
confined to the columns of The Times, 
The part he played during the recurring 
troubles in Crete was little known at the 
time, for obvious reasons, or, indeed, since, 
to any great extent, unless as it is revealed 
in his diaries and letters; his champien- 
ship of Bulgaria in later years was more 
a matter of public knowledge. 

No one has ever spent a lifetime and 
great abilities more royally in the service 
of a nation or nations than Bourchier did ; 
yet the end of his life was crowned with 
sorrow. In 1919 he was at the Paris 
Peace Conference as an official delegate 
for the Balkan peoples and had to stand 
by and see others—men who were children 
when his was already a name to conjure 
with in the Balkans—arrange the future 
destiny of the States in whose interests he 
had toiled for years. He was the champion 
of an ex-enemy country, and that fact put 
a sinister complexion on every effort and 
word of his. He returned to Bulgaria 
early in December, 1920, and died in Rofla 
quite suddenly at the end of that month. 

Beauchamp Heard, another who was 
deeply versed in Near Eastern affairs, was 
with Bourchier at the end, and wrote in 
The Times of the grief and consternation 
of the Bulgarians over the loss of the 
staunchest friend they had ever had. 
Nothing was left undone to show the world 
in what high honour they held him. His 
body lay in state in the cathedral, and 
long lines of people, from the highest to 
the humblest in the land, passed by te 
look their last on the dear familiar face. 
Postage stamps bearing his picture were 
issued, one of the chief streets in Sofia 
was re-named after him, a sum was set 
aside—and money was scarce then—for a 
national monument to stand above his 
grave at Rilo. For the Bulgarian people 
his memory will always have its honoured 
place amongst their great traditions. 

Bourchier came of an Anglo-Norman 
family who settled at Baggotstown, (Co. 
Limerick, where he was born in 1850. A 
portion of his leave home was spent, as a 
rule, at La Rive, Castlecomer, an old 
house he had inherited from his mother’s 
sister, the last survivor of the Aher family.

CLEVER ORCHESTRAS. 


(From Our Speciat CORRESPONDENT,) 


SLIGO, Thursday,  . 

In the mixed choirs class the result was not 
as ‘announced yesterday. ‘The examiners, jt 
appears, had been quite clear in their mark- 
ings on the singing of the two songs, but they 
made a fault in addition of the marks. The 
corrected result gives first-place to Mr. Mark 
Frankin’s Choir and second to Mr, Haywood’s 
Sligo Philharmonic Choir... This result fits 
with the remarks made by the adjudicator, 
and is what we had all expected to hear after 
hearing his comments. r. Franklin’s Choir 
had given enjoyable but not entirely satisfac- 
tory singing of Coleridge-Taylor’s ‘* Eveni 
Star” and Edward German’s madrigal, ' My 
Bonny Lass’’; but so had Mr, Haywood’s 
Choir. The difference was on small points, 
and it is a pity that a mistake occurred in 
connection with it. The corrected marks 
eie:—Mr. Franklin’s Choir, 170 marks; Sligo 
Philharmonic Choir, 163 marks. 

At night Mr. Franklin’s Ladies’ Choir was, 
ihe only one entered in the class for three- 
part song, and at the close of the performance 
Mr. Wilson said that such a rformance 
made one wonder why the standard fell so

In the class for female voices in two-part 
scngs the Sligo Philharmonic party lost marks 
through the conductor’s misconception as to 
the proper tempo of Elgar’s “ ullaby ''— 
that out of the “ Bavarian Highlands’ ” set.

CHALLENGE ay A ba INTERPRETA- 
T . 

Great interest was taken by a crowded 

audience in the competition for the Challenge 
Cup for Interpretation. The conditions for 
that cup admit any voice, and the singers 
choose their own songs. The standard in this 
competition was very high. The singers who 
received fewest marks were the two who sang 
songs by Mr. Granville Bantock—charming 
songs, undoubtedly, but they do not ask the 
singer to go much below the surface of their 
moods. The singing in both cases was pretty, 
but not specially an example of aatergrehation. 
With that explanation of the position of the 
lowest on the final list, I can say that none of 
the competitors had reason to ashamed of 
the result, and there is no reason why I 
should not name all of them. Mrs. Flynn, 
Dublin (known to many in musical circles 
here as Miss Ina Noone) was declared 
winner with 97 marks. A remarkable tribute 
to her singing was paid by Mr. Dunhill, who 
announced the joint judgment formed by him- 
self and Mr. R. H. Wilson. 
_ “When this competitor had finished sing- 
ing, he said, “I found that we had both of 
us forgotten to make a single mark on the 
paper, (Applause.) It was a beautiful per- 
formance in every way, thoroughly finished, 
exhibiting a powerful and always well-con.- 
trolled temperament. She seems to be cap- 
able of expressing any tic emotion. t 
was a high and noble performance.” 

Mrs. Flynn’s song was Tchaikowsky’s “‘ To 
the Forest.” Second to her with 90 marks 
was placed Miss Harriett Roberts, Athlone, 
whose fervent singing of Elgar’s ‘‘ Speak 
Music ” would have been entirely satisfying 
but for a slight, dragging of the tempo. Miss 
M. McCloskey (Derry) sang Liszt's ‘* Lorelei”’ 
(88 marks); Mr. i T Fairley (Down- 
patrick) sang Wood's “ Ethiopia Saluting the 
Colours,’’ 87 marks; Miss Stella L'Estrange. 
(Sligo) sang “' Von Ewige Liebe.” (Brahms), 
85 marks. "The singers of Bantock songs were 
Miss Eva, Gousins (Wexford), who sang 
‘* Yung-Yang,”’ 81 marks, and Miss Frances 
Garrett (Claremorris), who gang the ““Lament 
of Isis,’ 79. marks. | 

The Sligo Cup, which is.for male soloists, 
did not elicit voices or singers of anything 
like the same quality. The tests are a set 
song, and an Irish air of the competitor’s own 
selection. Two tenors and two basses took 
»art. For the former the set piece was Hugh's 
Song of the Road, from Dr. ‘Vaughan 
Williams’s opera, ‘‘ Hugh, the Drover,” and 
for the latter Mr. Martin Shaw’s setting of 
“ Full Fathom Five.” Neither of the tenors 
got anywhere near realisation of the pulsing 
rhythm of Hugh’s song. The issue between 
the two basses was decided chiefly by the 
Irish song, in which Mr. W. J. Fairley, of 
Downpatrick, was the. better. He now takes 
the Cup from Mr. W. F. Watt, of Waterford, 
who did not compete this year. 

SONG AND CHORUS. : 

Sligo Feis includes a very jolly competi- 
tion called “ Song and Chorus.” For the 
benefit of people in other parts of the country 
who may. think of including such a competi: | 
tion in a Feis, or perhaps of getting up a 
party for next year's competition at Sligo, Í 
quote from the ‘syllabus :— 

““ This competition is intended to encourage 
free and easy singing of fireside music. The 
greatest latitude is: allowed, but trashy music 
will he penalised. Different verses can be sung 
by different ‘soloists. Number of singers 
not restrioted, but must be three or over. 
Song not to exceed ten minutes in duration, 

Two parties took part in the competition, 
and both parties offered two separate entries. 
The first party, brought by Mrs. Verschoyle 
from Ballysodare, ‘sang a riotous song about 
a drunken sailor, and, secondly, a mock- 
tragedy scena that told how one Matilda’s 
house was burned~down, untended because 
not “ wolf,” but ‘ fire!’’ had been cried 
falsely before. The second party, Mrs. 
Fraser’s Sligo Singers, gave a charming per- 
formance, in refined Christy Minstrel style, 
of “John Peel,” and of a Plantation melody. 
The second: party’s work was certainly the 
more admirable musically, but the adjudica- 
tors thought it rather too staid and too un- 
commonly refined to stand as fireside music, 
and, giving heed to the terms of the syllabus, 
they awarded the cup to Mrs. Verschoyle’s 
party for a really jolly and hearty sing-song 
kind of entertainment. 

THE ORCHESTRAS. 

The orchestras came first in this afternoon's 
competitions. The set piece was the first 
movement of Mozart’s Jupiter Symphony. 
Two orchestras were heard, The first con- 
sisted almost entirely of children. The 
leader was a small boy, whose feet were six 
inches from the floor as he sat on an ordinary 
chair. His colleague at the same desk was 
even smaller—a youngster still in infant's 
velvet suit. Among the second violins were 
a couple of little girls of similar ages. The 
double bass. fiddle was layed by a girl of 
about half the size of the instrument. The 
vind instruments also had youn. players. 
This band was entered by the Bisters of, 
Charity, Foxford, Co. Mayo. 

The second orchestra was a band of Sligo 
amateurs. In this case most of the wind 
passages were played on the piano. 

My tribute to the interest of this competi- 
tion shall be the writing out of the adjudi. 
cator’s speech almost in full. Mr. Dunhill 
delivered it, speaking for himself and Mr. 
Wilson. He said:— 

‘I should like to congratulate, not. only 


the orchestras and their conductors, but also M 


the Festival, in having provided such a de- 
lightful competition as we have just had. 

“T have had a good deal of experience of 
judging orchestras in England and Scotlana, 
and I do not think 1 have heard better |

NEED FOR REVIVAL OF THE 


LANGUAGE. 

The newspapers, Father O'Reilly asserted, 
were out to destroy the language, because 
they aad no knowledge of it, and anything 
that they did not know—well, of course, they 
were afraid that their own scholarship would 
some day come to be looked down upon, ‘r 
that they would be brought to the knowledg» 
of their own ignorance by the presence of the 
Irish language. | The. newspapers, like the 
politicians, were out to throttle the language 
if they conid.

It 
was an awful national loss that there- was not 
a daily paper devoted specially to the Irish 
language. 

Anything hke the English classics were 
rare, if not absent, in the Irish; they had ao 
historians, no scholars, no one who knows 
what had been done in English, French or 
German, for their national languages. The 
present generation must make-it possible for 
writers to write Irish in a eultured manner, 
which most, of them were not doing at; present. 


USE OF THE BEARLA.

The Mining Deadlock. 


Although no official statement has been 
issued, the Press Association understands 
that, at its prolonged meeting in London 
yesterday, the Executive of the Miners’ 
Federation rejected the proposals which 
were submitted by the coal-owners last 
week. Apparently, it will advise the 
delegate conference of miners which meets 
to-day to follow its example, and there 
seems to be: little hope that the men will 
refuse to take its advice. The owners’ 
offer was based on two main principles, 
with neither of which the Miners’ Execu- 
tive will have anything to do. One was 
a scheme of district settlements between 
masters and men, and the other was a 
general reduction in wages. The Miners’ 
Federation insists that the coal industry 
shall be treated on a national basis, that 
standard rates of pay shall not vary in 
different districts, and that there can 
be no reduction in 
existing wages. In short, the position 
to-day is precisely the same as it was last 
July. Wages are the crux. Without a 
reduction the coal-owners hold that they 
cannot continue to operate the mines at a 
profit. Jf a reduction is enforced, the 
miners declare that they will go on strike. 
The report of the recent Coal Commission 
gives some valuable advice to both parties, 
but the action of the Miners’ Executive 
yesterday has knit the old issue again. 
Of course, the delegate conference to-day 
may prove to be less extreme in its views 
than the Executive. The men who actually 
work in the coalfields know by bitter ex- 


question of a 


perience that they have nothing to gain, 
and everything to lose, by a stoppage next 
month, when the subsidy comes to an end. 
If they are wise, they will refuse to be 
stampeded into thoughtless <cecision, but 
the chances of agreement with the owners 
at the moment are not bright. 

The present dispute in the coal industry 
is one of those rare cases in which nobody 
can be blamed. The owners, undoubtedly, 
coujd not have afforded to keep their pits 
open last year without the aid of the 
Government subvention, and a glance at 
the men’s rates. of pay proves that they 
hardly can be regarded as excessive. The 
highest wage is 10s. 10d. per shift in the 
Eastern Division, and the lowest is 8s. 9d. 
in South Staffordshire. If he is lucky, 
therefore, the ‘most highly-paid miner 
earns £3 5s. a week, while his Stafford- 
shire comrade ‘draws only £2 12s, 6d.— 
and in many cases the pits do not work 
every day. The uneconomic condition of 
the industry is revealed by the fact that, 
in the case of the highly-paid man, 10s. 14. 
of his 10s. 10d. per shift is borne by the 
mines, leaving only 9d. to be paid out of 
the Government subsidy. In “outh Stafford- 
shire, on the other hand, the industry 
bears only 6s. 9d. out. of the miner's 
8s. 9d., throwing a burden of 2s. on the 
taxpayer.. The owners, naturally enough, 
insist that: their: workers’ wages shall be 
reduced by the amount that is being drawn 
at present from the subsidy. On a district 
basis, therefore, the Eastern Division man 
would. receive 10s, 1d. under a revised 
scale, while the unfortunate native of 
South Stafford would get only €s. 9d. A 
perpetual subsidy is out of the question. Ii 
the coal industry cannot be made to pay 
its way under existing conditions, drastic 
reforms mast be made. Owners and miners 
alike are powerless to combat permanent 
economic disabilities. The fact is that 
coal-mining, on its old basis, has ceased 
to be a self-supporting industry. Oil and 
electricity have invaded a market which 
formerly was the monopoly of British 
coal; and it.is a thousand pities, at a 
time when the whole future of the industry 
is in danger, that masters and men, who 
ought to be working in the closest intimacy, 
should be preparing to spring at one 
another’s throats.

American Films. 


The American’ monopoly in cinemato- 
graph films appears to be threatened at 
last by effective competition. In the 
Daily Telegraph Mr. Alder Anderson 
draws attentign to the significant fact 
that of the six principal films now being 
shown in the West End of London only 
two are American: the rest are German 
and British. There is evidence, says Mr. 
Anderson, that uneasiness is growing 
among United States producers. American 
consular representatives are reported to 
have .received instructions to take special 
note of film production in the countries 
to which they are accredited, and of public 
and private action tending to prejudice 
the circulation of. films from the United 
States. American films exported every 
year are estimated to amount in value 
to £2,000,000, but the rents which they 
earn amount to more than ten times that 
amount. The British Empire takes the 
largest share of these objets d’art, and 
enables the. population of the Middle West 
to enjoy cheap delights by paying higher 
rents for every film than are required for 
the same film in the. land of its origin. 
All the éfforts of producers and consuls 
will not maintain the monopoly if British 
taste sets against American pictures, and 
Mr. Anderson’: makes» the encouraging 
statement that “the general experience of 
British . cinema-theatre owners. is that it 
is, becoming: more and more difficult to 
secuiré an American film that will draw 
the public.” . For a time there was the 
interest of novelty in the moving spectacle 
of life in the New World, but now the 
theatre-goer “- sated with images of people 
and; places that. have not yet. reached 
European standards of civilisation.

Dr: Axham, 


Dr.. F. W. Axham is dead—and, his 
hame is missing from the General Medical 
Register. There are pathos and tragedy 
in the story of the old man’s hope of 
vindication and the delays and formalities 
which denied him his desire at the last. 
In 1911 Dr. Axham acted as ‘anesthetist 
to Mr. Herbert Barker, the manipulative 


surgeon. The General Medical -Council 
struck Dr. Axham’s name from. the 
Register. Mr. Barker was no quack, like 


those unauthorised persons against whom 
the Council’s rules were franied, but a 
genius in the art of healing. His brilliant 
work has been recognised, and he has been 
honoured “by a knighthood. 
indignation was felt against the irony of 
a situation in which Sir Herbert Barker 
enjoyed the fame that he earned so well, 
while Dr. Axbam, for assisting his fine 
curative skill, was condemned to remain 
under a brand of infamy. Last year, 
feeling that his days were numbered, the 
aged Dr. Axham appealed to the General 
Medical Council for reinstatement. ' A 
worthy example was set by the Royal 
College of Physicians, Edinburgh, in 
January, when the diploma of the College 
was restored to him, and it was boped bv 
all sympathisers that the General Medical 
Council speedily would follow suit. The 
application was postponed for considera- 
tion, however, until the next meeting of 
the Council, which is due about seven 
weeks hence. Last month, when Dr. 
Axham’s case was realised to be all but 
hopeless, efforts were made to persuade 
the officers of the Council to summon an 
urgent extraordinary meeting in the hope 
that the dying physician would be 
comforted by the news that his fellows had 
removed the slur from his name. Letters 
were delayed by the holiday posts, officers 
were out of town—and Dr. Axham died 
yesterday. : 


FRANCIS BACON, 
1561-1626. 


(By JAMES CARTY.) 

“The Lord Chancellor wrote like a Lord 
Chancellor,’ as one of Bacon's contemporaries 
said. Probably no one has ever cultivated the 
grand manner in writing more successfully or 
deserved better the compliment of “high 
style as when that men to kynges write.’’ Ben 
Jonson’s tribute to him as a speaker 18 
unique: “No man ever spoke more neatly, 
more pressly, more weightily. His hearers 
could not cough or look aside from him with- 
out loss. The fear of every man who heard 
him was lest he should make an end.” 0 
how few speakers would that be said now! 

With all their wit and eloquence, the 
Novum Organum, De Augmentis, and even 
“The Advancement of Learning ” have never 
been much read, yet the connection between 


of broadcasting and electric power schemes is 
very close. He was one of the first to 
recognise that the well-being of the human 
race is the end of knowledge, and to combat 
the view that philosophy had no business to 
be practical. acon’s method was a system 
of careful induction starting from the facts 
of common experience (‘Truth is rightly 
called the daughter of time, not of authority’ }, 
and he fully deserves.to be.considered the 
prophet of modern science. In his own mag- 
nificent phrase, he ‘‘ enlarged the bounds of 
human empire.”’ Many of the Baconian

heart and increaseth audacity.”’ 

So much has been said of the consummate 
wisdom and simplicity of the Essays that one 
is tempted to illustrate another side of: Bacon’s 
genius—his delight in beauty and rhythm...A 
phrase like “lilies of: all natures,” from the 
essay “Of Gardens,” shows the great stylist 
in the great age:—‘‘For March there come 
violets, especially the single blue, which are 
the earliest ;.the yellow daffodil, the daisy, 
the almond tree in blossom, the peach tree In 
blossom, the cornelian tree in blossom, eweet 
briar. In April follow the double white violet, 
the wallflower, the stock-gilliflower, the cow- 
slip, flower-de-luces and lilies of al! natures, 
rosemary flowers, the tulip, the double piony, 
the pale daffodil, the French honeysuckle, the 
cherry tree im blossom, the damascene and 
pos trees in blossom, the white-thorn in 
eaf, the lilach tree.”’ ' 

Tt is impossible nowadays in any estimate 
of Bacon to avoid the question whether he 
wrote the plays and poems usually attributed 
to “the young rustic from Stratford." The 
Shakespeare-Baconians are more clamorous 
than ever before, and some of them go so far 


Shafter Howard has thickened: the plot by 
suggesting that according to the cyphers 
(those. cyphers!) Bacon did not die in. 1626, 
but went secretly abroad and lived until 1637 
or 1658. This is the true apotheosis of great- 
ness! Can we be sure that such a man has 
yet been overtaken by “‘ this fell sergeant ”? 
Future investigators may yet discover mystic 
cyphers in “Saint Joan” and “Back to 
Methuselah”’ (significant title!). The well- 
known vegetarian and dramatic critic who is 
genérally regarded as the author of these 
plays always has spoken of “ Shakespeare” with 
peculiar malignancy, the result, it may prove 
to be, of an ambiguous position—“ Pilferer of 
other men’s ideas,” ‘We are growing out of 
Shakespeare,” ‘“‘He has outlasted thonsands 
of abler thinkers,” ‘‘An Eskimo would de- 
mand his money back if a modern author 
offered him such far” (“ Dramatic 
Opinions of G. B. Shaw,” Vol. 2 

Until, however, more conclusive evidence 
comes to light we shall have to go on believing 
that Mr. Shaw is the real author of “ Saint 
Joan,” that the world is not wrong in cele- 
brating the tercentenary of Bacon’s death to- 
day, and that Shakespeare probably did write 
his own plays. The school-bovish Latin and 
the French of Stratford-atte-Bowe are what 
we should expect from a young rustic, not 
from the finished scholar and traveller, the 
author of the Norum Organum. 

The tercentenary of Francis Bacon’s death 
occurs to-day.

An astonishing story of the resent condi- 
tions in Syria is related by Mr. Fielding 
Jones, Special Correspondent of the Austra- 
lasian Sunday Times, who has in his posses- 
sion a series of photographs bearing out his 
contention that the French official claims that 
peace is being re-established throughout the 
country are fabrications, and that the actual 
conditions in Syria are worse than ever be- 
fore. | 
He declares that there is a grave risk that 
if the French do not alter their present 
methods, the Druse revolt may grow into a 
national rebellion, embracing every section 
of the inhabitants, and only quellable*by the 
expenditure of money on a very large scale. 

The Correspondent, who has just returned 
from a lengthy tour of the country, says 
that Damascus is a besieged city, of ~which 
only a quarter is held by the French. The 
French outposts are attacked niglitly by the 
Druses, who often emerge:,successiul from 
these encounters. Although the single daily 
train running between Damascus and Bey- 
rout largely consists of armoured cars, 1t is 
attacked three days out of- the six, often 
almost within em of Damascus.

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OLD FERMOY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—I fear I cannot share Mr. Baylor's 
rosy view of the town of Fermoy at the close 
of the eighteenth century. Lewis wrote, in 
1837:—‘' This place at the close of the last 
century consisted of a common carrier's inn 
and a few mud cabins’’; and writers of fifty 


years earlier are not more complimentary. 
The author of a “ Tour Through Ireland in 
1779,” an Englishman, gives a melancholy 
description of it. ‘*‘ We arrived at the little 
town of Fermoy, three miles only from Rath- 
cormack. I own I had formed to myself an 
idea of this place that went far heyond what 
I found it. The town has nothiny to recom 
mend it, more than a good bridge )pí thirteen 
arches.’’ Nor can this be dismifsed as the 
superior criticism of an English tourist. He 
was not difficult to please, as may be gathered 
from his very favourable notices of adjacent 
villages. About the same time Smith, the 
historian of Cork, mentioned Fermoy as “a 
small village pleasantly seated on the Black- 
water.” It is difficult to get beyond these 
contemporary notices. The existence of corn 
stores proved nothing. They were merely 
collecting dépéts with a view to shipment, 
and their ruins may still be seen on sheltered 
creeks round the Cork coast and near the 
estuaries of large rivers. 

I venture to think that Mr. Baylor, when 
he speaks of records, is confusing the town 
with the district. The territory of Fermoy 
was celebrated from the earliest days of Irish 
history and is frequently mentioned. I am 
not aware that there is any contemporary 
mention of a town or village of that name. 
The confusion is natural. I remember being 
much puzzled by an early notice of “the 
bridge of Fermoy.” There was no bridge on 
the present site at the time, and the bridge 
referred to crossed the river where the 
ruined Abbey of Bridgetown etands. It was 
so called because it connected the territory of 
Fermoy with the district south of the Black- 
water.—Yours, etc.,

efforts were made to defeat the bill, which 
only got through the Dail by a very small 
majority, and was defeated on the second 
reading in the Seanad. 

In conjunction with the Dublin Council of 
Women, a leaflet was issued to electors at 
the Local Government elections in June, 1925, 
urging electors, especially wctnen, to exercise 
their rights as citizens, and a questionnaire 
was sent to candidates at the recent Dail by- 
elections. Stress was laid on the importance 
of securing the election to both Houses of the 
Oireachtas of independent women, prepared to 
place the social and moral needs of the 
country above party considerations, and the 
announcement that a well-known member of 
the Association was prepared to stand at the 
next general election was received with much 
satisfaction. 

The regretted resignation of the President, 
Lady Dockrell, on account of ill-health, was 
announced, and the Hon. Alice Spring-Rice 
was unanimously elected as her successor. 

The Executive Committee for the ensuing 
year was elected, and the | nar ga of the 
Association was discussed and adupted. 
Among its activities it is intended to press 
for the setting up of a State Children’s De- 
partment to deal with the various aspects of 
child welfare. This department would be the 
means of making effective the ‘‘ Declaration 
of the Rights of the Child,’ generally known 
as the “ Declaration of Geneva,’’ which has 
been adopted by the League of Nations, and 
has recently been signed by President 
Cosgrave aud Cardinal O'Donnell, at the in- 
stance of a representative of the ‘‘Save the 
Children Fund.” Also it is urging that the 
status and position of women employed as 
police in the Dublin Metropolitan Division 
should be the same as that of policé con. 
stables, and that an experienced woman 
officer should be appointed to work under the 
Commissioner.
